This was the matter raferred to by Tus Ben
some duys ago showing thavthe work had
been done without competitive bids; that
there was no money in the funds of those
districts to pay for the work aod that the
sum could not be collecten by spoecinl nsgoss-
ment.

Mr. Poppleton’s veport was as follows:
"“Tha work in question seems to have been
oraersd by the councll nngl executed through
the Houara of Public Works without a public
letting.,  Under these circumstances no valld
Lok can be assessed against abuthiug prop-
erty for cost of the work. 1 see no course
open exespt to pay tho blll out of the general
fund.”

Mr, Lowry explained that the contract
could mnot be let to anyone except Mr. Mur-
phy, bacause he wins upder contract with the
city to kesp the paving in repair for 8 yoar
and could not have bocen held to that con-
tyact hud the work of repaving beeu awardad
to unother centractor, Mr, Lowry moved
that the amount be paid, in accordance with
the city attorney's suggestion, out of the
genernl fund.

“Bul can you do that!" asked Mre. Bruner.
“1s thore any money in the general fund or
will tnere be after the dobts contracted in
1801 huve been paid P

Mr. Lowry was not posted on this point
aud whon some one mentioned the fact that
thero worve 10,000 in the vepaving, curbing
and guttering fund Mr. Lowry prompily
changed his motion rod it was adopted,
tnking My, Murply's cluim from that fund.
